THE WASTE OF WATERS. 


FLOOD DISASTERS IN THE WEST 
AND IN EUROPE. 


Busicess Aimost Wholly Suspended in Cincinnati- 
Over 30,000 Men Oat of Empicy ment—Opening 
the Churehes—Cries of the Siarving—The 
Day in Louisville—The Old World. 


Wasarnoton, February 14.—A Cincinnati 
dispatch dated last night reports the water 
falling with a light rain falling which caused 
apprehension of more disasters. The. situa- 
tion isanalarming one. Business is almost 
wholly suspended. Many merchants lose all 
theirgoods. Manufacturers lose heavijy in 
damage to machinery and stock, aside from 
the lossof time. More th.na thousand business 
firms and manufacturers are thus prost rated ; 
yet the business men are not disheartened, 
‘ t selfish, and fortwodays have poured

THE MORNING'S FEARS. 

Cincinnati, Februargl4 —Additional gloom 
was cast over the people this morning by the 
river rising under the influence of a steady, 
hard rain. After it had fallen to 64 feet 10% 
inches, the rain advanced from the west, 
thus checking the river's fall, and extended 
as far as Pittsburg. Unless it stops = gegge 
there 1s no hope of the river rece ing at 
present. Grave fears are entertained that the 
great height reached yesterday will be sur- 
passed. The rain seriously embarrasses the 
work of the relief commi.tee, but they are 
doing all they can to distribute food. Soup 
houses will be opened to-day ir various parts 
of the city to feed those who are able to get 
to them. 

OPENING CATHOLIC CHURCHES. 

Bishop Elder has ordered all Catholic 
churches to be kept open to accommodate the 
homeless, and he has sent circulars to the 
churches to-day asking for contributions to 
be sent to the chamber of commerce and city 
council relief committee. The sinking fund 
trustees will advance money on the bonds 
which were yesterday authorized by the leg- 
islature, so that relief will be prompt. Many 
cases of extreme destitution are reported by 
the relief board. 

STARVING CHILDRENS’ CRIES. 

In some cases the frantic cries of starving 
children for food are heart rending. The ba- 
keries not inundated are worked to their full- 
est capacity to keep up the supp'v of bread. 
There have been some fears of a meat famine 
on account of the difficulty in receiving live 
stock, but several thousand rescued distillery 
caitle can be utilized in case of necessity. * 

Cincinnati, February 14 —The river had 
reached the height of 65 feet at half past 2 
o'clock to-day, am@ it is still rising: the rain, 
however, 1s less heavy.

AT NINELAST NIGHT 

CINCINNATI, February 14.—The river at 
nine o'clock to-night was sixty-six feet three- 
quarter inches above low water mark, and 
rising slowly.

Notes, Incidents and Scenes tn the Streeis of Cincin- 
nati. 
From the Cincinnati Papers. 

Yesteiday morning, while great crowds stood on 
the Park and Mill street bridges watching the swift- 
running waters, the screams of an old lady, as she 
cried ‘Save my son! ob, save my son!"’ attracted 
the attention of every one to a man on a small raft, 
who was feebly making @h effort to row his hastily- 
made craft toa place of safety. It was seen that 
the man was in a half-frozen or intoxicated condi- 
tion, and that unless help soon reached him he 


must fall off. Justatthisjuncture he was seen to 
fall, going clear under the muddy waves. butina 
moment he reappeared, and by a great effort suc- 
ceeded in regaining his position on the raft, which 
soon floated to the Mili street bridge, 
where dozens of men with long poles stood 
ready to try to save him. The screams of the frantic 
old mother had the effect to hasten the efforts being 
made for his rescue and apparently to arouse the 
man to a sense of his danger, and asthe raft floated 
under the bndge he raised himself up, and catch- 
ing hold of a portion of the floor, hung suspended 
for a full minute, with his feetin the water, before 
a boat, manned by three policemen, reached him, 
and he wassaved from a watery grave. He proved 
to be a young man by the name of Flynn fre was 
intoxicated and ventured on the raft without any 
apnrarent purpose more than to take a ride, and it 
came near being his last. He was taken to the 
Third street stationhouse and putin a room to thaw 
out and sober up. 

The lodging room of Hammond street station 
was packed, like sardines in a box, last night with 
tramps and homeless ones, the room being literally 
s> crowded that a unumbercould not find room to 
lie down and the stench was horrible In the wo- 
men’s room a number of poor unfortunates were 
crowded around the apartment, and oue poor wo- 
man with a babe at her breast, who had been driv- 
en out by the ruthless waters, shed tears of thank- 
fulness at the presentation of a sum of money rais- 
ed by the boys of the First regiment for her relief. 

Newspaper men are at a loss for appropriate 
terms; the supply is about exhausted. ihe terms 
“submerged,’’ ‘‘inundated,’’ ‘‘flooded,”’ etc., have 
grown so old that repetitions seem a relief. 

The engine companies are at work pumping water 
from cellars. This furnishes quite a revenue to the 
city, as the charge is $5 per hour for each engine. 
Let the money be used to relieve the distressed. 

“Water, water everywhere, and not a drop to 
drink,”’ is an old adage that is likely to prove true 
in this ease. All the business houses, manufacto- 
ries and hotels have been requested to stop their 
hydraulic elevators. 

An enterprising young fellow, who owned a 
small, leaky and every way disreputable skiff, 
cleared $100 by ferrying, before 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

The Cincinnati boat club were out in full uni- 
form-yesterday afternoon, rowing up and down tae 
principal streets of the town. 


THE DAY IN LOUISVILLE. 


The Work ofthe Relief Committees—A Tragte Incl- 
cideut—Tueaday’s Floods. 

LovisvILue, Ky., February 14.—The relief 
steamer yesterday in passing through thesub- 
merged district of the city, found a man 
clingingto atree. When he wasapproached, 
he urged his rescuers to go at once to a house 
which he pointed out, saying a woman with 
three children were in it. Before the relief 
boat reached it the house was turned over, 
and was carried awayin the rush of waters. 
The man clinging to the tree was rescued, and 
declared thata woman and several children 
were in the house when it turned over. He 
did not know their names. 

On the Point, Shippingport, and Portland, 
one thousand houses are under water, the 
majority of them owned by poor people. The 
authorities have taken steps to provide food 
andlodging The board of trade is raising 
funds, and individuals are subscribing lib- 
erally. Mntertainments for the benefit of the 
sufferers will be held. 

LovuIsvIL_Le, February 14.—The Ohio river has 
reached the height of forty-one feet six inches 
above falls, and is still rising one inch an 
hour. There are reports from upper points 
of rain and of the continued rise of the Ohio 
and its tributaries. Business is practically at 
a standstill, and no boats arrive or depart. 
Trains on the railroads are irregular, and 
many have stopped entirely. Men who have 
followed the river for many _ years 
predict if the river does not soon recede the 
water will cut across east end and surround 
the entire city. The wildest estimates of 
damage to property continues to be made, 
but nobody knows what the estimate should 
be. Nothing further is known regarding the 
loss of life by the cut off disaster, owing to 
impossibility ef entering houses, save by 
means of divers. With people on the streets, 
the floods is the only subject ot discussion. 
It is generally agreed the loss of lifeis not ex- 
traordinarily large. : 

AN INCIDENT OF TUESDAY. 
From the Courier-Journal of Tuesday. 

The reporter stepped into one of the boats, 
manned by a volunteer life saving crew, and 
was soon pushed out in the direction of a 
light marking a floating house, from which 
the screams of a woman were issuing. The 
journey out was a dangerous 9ne, as at every 
stroke of the oar the boat was driven against 
some piece of floating timber or other obsta- 
cle. ‘The house proved to be that of Mr. Jo 
seph Gadient, and had been moved nearly a 
hunared vards from its foundation and was 
floatil ound. A light was seen on the 
root, aod, pulling the boat close tothe side, 
the whole family, composed of himself and 
wife and five children, were found clinging 
to the shingles and nearly exhausted. They 
were at once taken into the boat and pushed 
into shore. Every article of furniture had been 
destroyed, the family scarcely saving enough 
to clothe them. When this load was safely 
landed the boat pushed out again, this time 
going a considerable distance up stream, and 
nearly over to the river proper. Nota light 
could be seen, but numerous screams could be 
heard issuing from the darkness. Pushing 
the boat in the direction of the spot from 
which a woman’s voice could be heard, to the 
astonishment of all the bow almost struck 
against the limbs of a tall tree, and clinging 
in the branches Were a negro‘named Henry 
Reed, his wifeandtwochildren. Hestated that 
the family were all in bed, and knew nothing 
of what had occurred until. the water struck 
the side of the house, with terrible force, 
sweeping it from its foundation almost in- 
stantly. He managed to catclr his children 
up in his arms and made his way on tothe 
roof of the house, where they remained until!

and began to sink, when they crawled 
off and were found as described. 
Six men were found clinging in 


trees atthe upperend of the valley, and a 
number of women were caughton floating 
One old woman named Gatman was 
found sitting on the roof of her house, bare- 
footed and bare-headed, holding in her arms, 
hugged close to her breast, a slick-looking 
well-fed pig. Her husband was pulled up out 
of the attic through a hole in the roof half 
drowned. When they landed they nearly 
froze before they could be removed to the 
engine house, and their bare feet were cut by 
the frozen ground, leaving bloody marks.

THE ATLANTA BARRACKS NOW 
PRACTICALLY AN ASSURED FACT. 


What General Sherman Sas t> Say About Atlanta— 
The Work of the Appropriation Committee— 
The 5 mate and House stili at Work on 
the Tariff—-No Free Books, Etc, 


Special to The Constitution. 

Wasuineton, February 14.—In explanation 
of the appropriation of $75,000 to buy ground 
for new United States barracks at Atlanta, 
which was proposed by Mr, Blount and re- 
commended by the house committee yester- 
day, I send you the following 

TALK WITH GENERAL SHERMAN, 

I premise it with the statement that the 
reason the old barracks were abandoned was 
because the ground on which they were situ- 
ated did not belong to the government, Gen- 
eral Sherman recommended that grounds for 
new barracks be purchased while it could be 


done at a reasonable price. On the selection 
of Atlanta; General Sherman said: 

‘In the first place Atlanta is the healthiest 
spot, in my opinion, in the south. It is sa- 
lubrious, pleasant, swept by changing winds, 
and free from any material taint. I had an 
army of more than 100,000 men in its neigh- 
borhood from June till September, 

AND MINE WERE THE HEALTHIEST CAMPS IN AMERICA, 
although they were pitched there during the 
unhealtbiest part of the year. 

‘Besides being the healthiest point in the 
south, and the best site for®sarracks on that 
account, itis the finest strategical point in 
case of war. From Atlanta the entire coast 
from Galveston to Norfolk could be com- 
manded with greater facility and promptness 
than from any other point. ‘‘You see,’’ said 
he, stretching out his fingers and putting a 
finger of the other hand in _ his 
palm, ‘there is Galveston,’’ touching 
the little finger. ‘‘There is Norfolk,’’ touch- 
ing the thumb. From the centre you see 
the whole coast could be commanded. There 
fore, both on the score of health in time of 
peace, and strategic considerations in time of 
war, I think the main military post of the 
army for the south Atlantic and gulf states 
ought to be in Atlanta,”’ 

The bill will doubtless pass, as there is 
scarcely any opposition. It is understood 
that General Sheridan, who will doubtless 
succeed General Sherman, is strongly in favor 
efit. Atlanta has always been a favorite post 
with the army. 

A FAVORABLE REPORT.

THE SENATE PRESIDENCY. 


The Republicans Uneasy About the Choice of David 
dy Davis's Successor. 

WASHINGTON, February 14.—A republican 
senator said to a democratic senator thatif the 
democrais would make no opposition to the 
election of a president pro tem before the 
4th of March there would be no extra session 
of the senate. It seems that the republicans 
are vafraid of disagreeable complications of 
some kind if the election of a president pro 
tem is left to an extra session. Before the re- 


elected and newly-elected senators are 
sworn in, after the 4th of 
March, there will be twenty-nine 


democrats and twenty eight republicans, and 
one of the republicans being a candidate, the 
voting strength of the two parties would be 
equal, and the republicans would be unable 
to elect a president pro tempore if the demo- 
crats were solidly hostile. In fact, Mahone, 
if he did not get the promise of the secretary- 
ship for his friend Gorham, might join with 
the democrats and make the situation very 
unpleasant for the republicans. Evidently 
the republicans are very anxious to get the 
president pro tempore elected before the 4th 
of March. They would like to elect Anthony, 
but he is among the re-elected number and 
cannot be sworn uutil after the 4th. 
MAHONE’S THREATS, 

WasHINnGTON, February 14.—Mahone aod 
Riddieberger have held a caucus, and have 
agreed en candidates for the offices of secre- 
tary of thesenate and sergeant-at-arms. They 
insist that the old slate of the republican cau- 
cus shal] stand; that Gorham shall be renom 
inated for the office of secretary: of the sen- 
ate, and that a readjuster shail be put into 


the vacancy made by the eiection of 
‘Kiddleberger to the senate. The two 
have selected David Windsor. of Alex 


andria, asthe man forthe place. The two 
Virgina senators also agreed in their caucus 
that if the republicans should refuse to accept 
this slate they would vote for the nominees 
of the democrats and give the organization of 
the senate to the latter. A very vigorous 
New England republican, in speaking this 
evening of this action of the Virginia caucus, 
said: ‘‘I do hope the republicans will let that 
Virginia crowd go over to the democrats. The 
republicans would be in a much better posi- 
tion in losing the control of the organization 
of the senate if to retain itthey have to make 
terms with these two men.’’

Lumping‘the Metal Manufacturers Together—Internal 
Revenue Districts. 

WASHINGTON, February 14.—Immediately 
after reading the journal the house went into 
committee of the whole on tbe tariff bill, the 
pending paragraph being the ‘‘basket”’ clause, 
imposing a duty of 45 per cent ad valorem 
on manufactured articles, or wares not spec- 
ially enumerated, wholly or in part composed 
of any metals, 

Many amendments were offered, nearly all 
of which were debated, Lut nene were adopt- 
ed. The committee rose without having 
made any change whatever inthe bill. Mr. 
Cannon, of Illinois, asked that the night ses- 
sion be assigned tothe consideration of the 
legislative appropriation bill. Mr. Butter- 
worth, of Ohio objected. Mr. Randall said: 
‘‘What is the issue to be between?’ and sev- 
eral republicans said, ‘‘Whisky, whisky.’’ 
The house then took a recess until 7:30. In 
the eveuing sessjon a strong effort was made 
to take up the bonded whisky bill, but it 
failed. 

The house went into committee ofthe 
whole on the legislative, executive and judi’ 
cial appropriation bill.gAn amendment was 
adopted reducing the number of internal 
revenue districts to 66. This is a reduction of 
44 districts, and will, if finally agreed to, go 
into effect on the first of July next.

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THE SENATE, 


Coneldering Putting Heoks on the Free List— 
Wasurnoton, D. C., Febuary 14.—The 
senate, at the close of the morning business, 
resumed consideration of the tariff bill.

MUC4 MiIXaD. 


The Iuteresting Will Cas» of Ex-President Fillmore’s 
Widew in Buffalo. 

Burraro, N. Y., February 14—Mrs. Caroline 
C. Fillmore, widow of the late ex-president 
Millard Fillmore, died in this city August 11, 
1881, leaving a will disposing of all her prop- 
erty, which inventories to the aggregate 
amount of $180,209.08. The document was one 
of the longtst and most peculiar ever filed in 
the surrogate’s court of this county. The be- 
quests Were numerous, and included even the 
swallest personal effects of the deceased, who 
was during the late years of her life quite ec- 
centric. The elegant family homestead on 
Niagara square went to the only son, Powers, 
together with the papers and books of his 
father. The will was duly admitted to pro- 
bate, and the heirs were supremely happy. 

~The Jaw gives to heirs and next of kin the 
right to contest wills at any time within’one 
year after probate. Under this provision 
Charles A. Bryan and others, by William 
Jay, ¢f New York, their attorney, appeared 
on the scene and disturbed the equanimity of 
others interested. Claiming to be heirs and 
next of kin of Mrs. Fillmore, they presented 
an application to the surrogate’s court to con- 
test the will, alleging fraud; undue influence 
and incompetency. A _ citation was duly 
issued to the legatees and interested persons 
to appear before the court on the 8th instant, 
and show cause why the probate of the will of 
the decedent shou'd not be revoked.

A Line of Steamers to Be E tablished Between Fle 
f rida and Liverpool. 3 

JACKSONVILLE, February 14.—The scheme 
to organize and equip a_ steamship 
company to ply between Fernandina 

and ether Floridian ports, and Liverpool, 
is one of the most important of the 
many projects which now engage the attten- 
tion of the capitalists who have been doing 
so much for Florida during the past 
two or,three years. The idea is also ex- 
tremefy ‘popular with the residents of the 
state, and the bill incorporating the company 
was urged by many leading citizens. The 
charter was but recently granted by the legis- 
lature, but it passed that body almost unani- 
mously, and was immediately signed by 
Governor Bloxham. The incorperators are 
Sir Philip Haughton Clarke, of London; A. 

Linderman, of Philadelphia, and Major 
A. J. Russell, of Jacksonville. 

The pian of the company isto make ar- 
rangements with a number of railroad com- 
panies, and the other corporations holding 
large oodies of land, to cut lumber and 
colonize the cleared lands. There is a good 
market for timber and railroad ties in Eu- 
rope, and the eastern cargoes will be made 
up of t*e productof the mills of the com- 
pany. It is then proposed to bring over 
emigrants on the return trip, and 
furnish small bodies of iand at merely nom- 
inal prices to actual settlers. The 
lumber business in Florida will undoubt- 
edly be very representative during the next 
few years, In England alone, some 6,000,000 
railroad ties are used yearly, and the demand 
for Florida pine is already large in the New 
Yorkand Cuben market. As the lumber is 
cut the land will be cleared ready for settlers, 
and the steamship company will be prepared 
to offer the most favorable terms to all classes 
ofemigrants. It is believed this scheme will 
give the state of Florida what is now most 
needed, cash for her forests and a new popu- 
lation. The president of the steamship com- 
pany will be A. B. Linderman, of this city, 
and Hustings will have charge of the business 
of the company in Europe.

_ THE RUDD MURDERERS. 


THEIR CONFESSION OF THE CRIME 
THEY COMMITTED. 


Gsorge Caoningham and William’ Barks, Two Georgia 
Negroce, Confess the Crime—The Details of 
Their Arrest—They Both Teik Freely and 
Telli How They Committed the Deed. 


Special to The Constitution. 


CuaTTanooGa, Tenn., February 14.—Bill 
Barks and George Cunningham, who murder- 
ed H. H. Rudd in Walker county, Georgia, 
two weeks ago were quietly removed from 
Chattanooga jail this morning and taken to 


the Georgia line in charge‘ of Sheriff Spring- 
field. It was known by few people, and was 
keptso quiet that their destinationhas not been 
learned. It is supposed, however, to be Dal- 
ton. The general opinion here is*that they 
will never see the dawning of Thursday morn- 
ing, as it is supposed an organized mob has 
spies watching them. 
WHERE THEY ARE, 
‘““Meet me at Thompson’s restaurant at 8 to- 


night,” was Detective Murphy’s remark to 4 
CONSTITUTION representative yesterday after- 
noon. 

‘‘For what?” asked the reporter. 

_“Never mind. Meet me,” was the detec- 
tive’s reply. Knowing that Murphy never 
speaks unless there is gum in his talk, the re- 
porter booked the appointment, and at the 
hour indicated entered Thompson’s palace 
dining rooms. Ata table he spied the detec- 
tive and when the reporter made his presence 
known ,and;was introduced to two other gen- 
tlemen with whom the reporter was talking. 
They were Mr. Springfield and Mr. 
Stanley, the sheriff and the deputy sheriff of 
Hamilton county, Tennessee. After the intro- 
duction Mr. Murphy looked at the reporter 
and remarked: 

“The Rudd murderers are in town and 
these gentlemen with mys2if brought them 
in.’ 

“No!” was the reporter’s inquisitive answer. 

‘Yes, they are. sAnd they are safely locked 
in the Fulton county jail. A few days 
ago I left this city for Nashville, Tennessee, 
as Georgia’s agent. I was armed with a re- 
quisition for the two prisoners, and when I 
reached Nashville i was given every assis- 
tance by the governor of Tennessee in secur- 
ingthe prisoners. But probably you would 
like to taik with the men whose hands are 
stained with the blood of one of the oldest 
and best citizensof Walker county.” 

WHAT THE PRISONERS LOOKED LIKE, 


The reporter quickly manifested his will- 
ingness and anxiety to gaze upon the men 
who had, in cold blood, slain a fellow-being 
whom they had never seen but once; and as 
the city clock struck the hour of ten the jail 
door was tbrown ajar, and Sheriff Springfield, 
Deputy Shenff Stanley and the reporter en- 
tered the dismal place. The ailer led the 
trio to the cell which was the home of Tom 
Betts for months, and, opening the door, 
said: 

“George Cunningham and Bill Barks, come 
out; you are wanted.”’ 

In a second two darkies stepped from the 
cellinto the bali. Both were young negroes. 
One was a jet black and stood about five feet 
nine inches high. His weight was put down 
at 140 pounds, and at a giance his face in- 
duced the belief that he was capabie of any 
crime. His eyes, which were sunk deep in 
his head moved about in an uneasy 
style as he talked, but his gen- 
eral conduct during the interview 
indicated that he was a cool desperate fellow. 
He spoke slowly and with apparent caution, 
but answered readily all questions which 
were propounded. He was dressed in a full 
black suit anda red flannel shirt and gave his 
age as twenty-five years. His companion was 
amuch younger darkey and almost his. re- 
verse. He was a ginger cake color, stood 
about five feet seven inches and weighed 
about one hundred and fifty-five or sixty 


pound. His attire was like that of his fel- 
low-in-crime, except his shirt which 
was blue. Karly in’ the interview he 
manifested an irritable disposition and 


quickly made known the fact that he had 
veen led astray. 
WHAT THEY SAID. 

‘‘Waoich is Cunningham?” asked the report- 
er, as he gazed upon the duet. 

‘‘That’s me,” answered the black darkey. 

‘‘And your name,”’ asked the reporter turn- 
ing to the other. 

‘‘Wiiliam Barks, sir,”’ was the reply. 

‘Where were you raised?” 

‘In Newton county,” answered Cunning- 
ham. 

‘In Chattooga county,” answered Barks. 

‘‘Well, tell me aboutthe killing of old man 
Rudd, wen’t you?’ g§. asked the reporter. 
As the question fell from ‘his lips 
Burks heaved a heavy sigh ,and fell back 
against the wall, while his companion ejecied 
a copious quantity of tobacco juice from his 
mouth and said: 

“T guess I have told about all I know.”’ 

“Can’t you tell it egain?”’ 

**W hat for?’ 

“Did you kill old man Rudd?’ asked the 


reporter. 

‘*T helped,’’ was the reply. 

“Whom ?”’ 

‘Bill Barks, there. We killed him to 
gether.’’ 


“Go ahead and tell the gentleman all 
about it,’’ put in Sheriff Springfield, who 
noticed the indisposition of{both prisoners to 
talk. 

‘Well, we killed him on Monday night, 
the 22d of January, and I wish to God we 
had not done it,’”’ said Barks. 

“Yes, but it is too late to wish now,’’ put 
in Cunningham, ‘‘we killed him and we have 
got to stand our chance ”’ 

“What time did you kill him?’ inquired 
the reporter. 

“About ten or eleven o'clock Monday 
night’ answered-Cunningham. 

‘What for?’ 

“For his money” said Barks. “You see 
boss,’’ he continued,**we thought,he was rich 
and we wanted part of his wealth, and we 
got it, but I wish to God I had never seen the 
man.’ 

“Yes, we got it, but where ‘s it’’ interrupt- 
ed Cunningham.” ‘The old man is dead. 
The money is gone and we are in jail.” 

“Had the old man ever done you any 
harm ?”’ 

“No, we never saw him until that day,” 
said Cunningham, as he eyed his associate. 
‘We had been stoppingfor some time at Hen 
ry Garlington’s, a colored man’s house, on 
Mission Ridge. On Monday we left there to 
go to LaFayette. About one o'clock we 
passed Mr. Rudd’s store dnd asked for some- 
thing to eat. He told us that he was living 
alone and had nothing to eat. We then 
went on a half mile to a colored man’s house, 
where I traded an umbrella for a snack for 
me and Bill. Then we went on about two 
miles and sat down, where we to go 
back after dark and kill the old man for his 
money.’’ 

‘Who first proposed to kill the old man?” 
‘IT don’t know, sir,”’ answered Cunning- 
ham, We didn’t court the matter much, but 
just come to an understanding somehow.”

OF THE COUNTY PRESS.

Talbot County Commissivners’ Work—A Savannah 
Mornument—Spring’s Approtch—Mr. James 
Masbbarn’s Gold Mines—Caae Pianting— 
A Milledgeville Reminiscence, Btc. 


Of a well knewn resort in Milledgeville, in the 
old days, a writer in the Union and Recorder gives 
the following reminiscences: The ‘Big Indian’’ bar 
was so called from the form of a huge Indian chief, 
carved out of wood, that stood in the vestibule of 
Gus. Randolph's famous liquor saloon. In one 
hand he heldascalping knife-a ferocious dagger 
and tomahawk graced his belt. Upon onearm was 
suspended agourd five feet long, and about his 
cr was wrapped astuffed skin of a huge rattle- 
snake, This ‘*bar’’ was the resort of the “bloods,’’ 
the ‘‘sports,’’ and the honorables of the legislature, 
Drinks were ten cents, plain or fancy. At every 
other bar in town only five cents was asked, Gus 
Randoiph never got rich, while many of his rivals, 
atthe small figures, grew to wealth,and promi- 
nence in the county. An anecdote of Captain 
Randolph will serve to taper off this sketch. His 
bar was just opposite the Presbyterian church, and 
directly in the path of many who attended relig- 
ious services during the week. It was an eyesore to 
the preachers from abroad, and one pf them, Rev. 
Mr. Talley, was bold enough to attack the “Big In- 
dian,’’ from the sacred desk. It was during a revi- 
val, anda fit occasion to attack the vices of the 
town. He arraigned Mr. Randolph, who was ashort, 
stout, red-faced man, in the following language— 
we quote him correctly. Speaking of the "Big In- 
dian, Mr Talley said: ‘‘Justa few steps, eae 4 
stone’s throw, from these sacred doors, is hell's 
wy with an Indian chief asa god of worship, 
ook in—what do you see? A painted Indian, dec- 
orated with all the devices that ingenuity and the 
devil could devise—snares to entrap the unsuspect 
ing youth and land himin the remorseless yortex 
of ruin. Pass on tothe rear room, and what do you 
see? Flashing lights, gorgeous tapestry, brilliant 
mirrors, lascivious Peg rosy-colored bottles 
and decanters filled with the beverage of heli’s 
own, and bi hind the counter stends # short, pot- 
bellied, red-faced man, dealing out damnation by 
the glassfull.’’ Captain Randolph, to hisdying days, 
could never forgive the minister for this ‘‘pers :nal.”’

Colonel Moore, in Cherokee county, and about two 
miles from either) well, imagine his surprise, as 
well as joy when he exposed a vein about six feet 
wide and of considerable depth of genuine gold 
bearing ore. Some of this he carried to ‘+ elonel 
Moore’s stamp mill to have it tested.

past has been operating the Franklin mines, made 
the test of the ore carried by Mr. Mashburn, and 
declares that they will yield even better than the 
ones of the Franklin mines. The prospecting will 
be continued until the extent of this 
vein isapproximated. There is directiy opposite 
to the mines a fine shoal on the river with sufficient 
water power to drive a one hundred stamp mill. 
We learn that parties are soon to examine this 
-mining property with a view to negotiating for it. 
We hope Mr. Mashburn may realize more than his 
wildest fancies of the wonderful disclosures of 
Alladin’s lamp. 
The Hinesville Gazette says: The warm days of the 
past week have left an imovression on the fruit trees 
and many of the shade trees.

The Savannah Timesthus describes the beauties 
of the monument to General W. W. Gordon, which 
was erected on Tuesday: 
On the east front a bas relief of a railroad engine 
and car emerging from a tunnel and passing overa 
viaduct witha mass of shipping in the distance, 
Above thé panels is a handsome cornice, and in the 
frieze are festoons'of southern leaves and flewers 
such as camelias, magnolias, cotton plant, rice, ete., 
etc. Above this rests a pedestal which is surmount 
ed by four columns of red granite from New Bruns 
wick, being about one foot six inches in diameter 
at the base, and one foot three inches atthe neck 
with the height of twelve feet. The capitals of 
these columns are highly ornamented with leaves 
and flowers of the south. In’ the ‘center 
of the four columns at the base 
stands on an ornamented urn seven feet high, 
handsomely ornamented with rich and tasty carv- 
ings; passing above the columns we come to an 
entabulature compos:d of attractive frieze and 
cornice; and in the frieze is carved a car wheel 
with wings, indicating speed of railroad transpor- 
tation; restingon this upper cornice is a pedes- 
talon which stands four winged figures das fol- 
lows: Two figures representing ‘‘Agriculture’’ 
with cotton, corn, rice and tobacco,piants. One 
figure indicative of ‘*‘Manufactu res’ With geared 
wheels, one portraying ‘‘Contmerce’’ with em- 
blems of same. The total height ofthe monument 
from the ground to the top of the surmounting 
globe is forty-seven feet one inch.

THE FLOODS AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

The horrors of the present year accumulate 
as the months goby. Accidents by flood and 
field, holocausts, the ravages of death, crime 
4nd villainy combined to make its early days 
memorable and to stampin history “1883” as 
an illand foreboding number. 

The floods of the past few days in Germany 
seemed to have capped the climax of disas- 
ters. But the floods along the Ohio in this 
country have already surpassed the destruc- 
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and forty had no trades, while only twenty 
could neither read nor write. Schooling in 
1 letters is no doubt an advantage every Way; 
but it cannot keep aman from going to the 
bad, if other and stronger influences are tak- 
ing him there. It may even increase his mis- 
chievious efficiency, as Mr. Wilkeson points 
out, if he is bent on doing mischief. Still the 
normal effect of this kind of edgcation is ele- 
vating. The disappointment which the 
schoolmaster feels when he finds his graduate 
in the chaingang or in the larger gang 
of mischief makers, which goes unchained, 
comes from his superstitious trust in the suv- 
ing merits of reading, writing and arithmetic. 
This is getting to be the great American 
superstition. Men who ought to know enough 
to know better talk as if compulsory educa- 
tion of this limited kind were all that is 
needed to give purity and ntelligence to the 
ballot and security to the state. It is not so. 
Learned idleness is worse than unlearned in- 
dustry. Teach the people “how to do it,” 
and-keep them doing it, and you will make 
education a real safeguard. 

But the missing education will not be found 
here. Every school should be a training 
ground of conscience. The moral education 
and discipline of the youth of this land, with- 
out respect of color, sex or social condition, 
is the crying need of the hour. Happily 
morality‘is the one thing common, not only 
to all Christian sects hut to all the ethnic re- 


ligions. There are no two sides about rever- 
ence. There are no two sides about truth. 
There are no two sides about honesty. 


There are no two sides about purity, temper- 
ance, love, respect for the neighbor's “right 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.”’ 
And these must be taught in our public 
schools, by example, by precept, by immediate 
reward and punishment, by the kindling pre- 
sentation of historic charactersin which these 
virtues are displayed, and by deeply con- 
victed persuasions of the unchangeable bias for 
righteousnessin the very constitution of things 
Bring up a child in the way he should go, not 
only in the way he should think or recite; 
make him handy as well as heady; clear in 
his grasp of principles, because familiar with 
their use, and add to this vital system of edu- 
cation the ten commandments—one for every 
finger on his two hands—and there will be na 
vause to fear the effect of education on black 
or white, north or south; Mr. Wilkeson will 
withdraw his prognostic of evil, and the Sun 
itself will confess that light is better than 
darkness, and knowledge safer than ignorance,

Much of the rainfall is ab- 
sorbed by the leaves, by the soil kept soft 
about the trunks of the trees, and the balance 
trickles slowly into the streams below. When 
the trees are removed there are no leaves on 
the ground, the earth is baked hard, and the 
rain rushesin a torrent without waste er hin- 
drance into the river-bed. The Commercial 
Gazette of Cincinnati admits thatif there had 
been during the past few weeks a rainfall to 
equal that of 1832, the river would now be 
much higher than it is, and the loss of life 
and property much greater. The converse of 
this is undoubtedly true, and a much less rain- 
fallin the future will produce just as disas 
trousresults as are now being worked. Inthe

y*Thes would have to direct their efforts mainly 
three objective points: First, to eradicate, espec- 
ially from the minds of young men, the antiquated 
and foolish notion that it is decent and gentleman- 
ly and chivalrous to resort to violence upon every 
possible provocation. Second, to discourage the 
carrying of concealed weapons, and to see that the 
law prohibiting it beinforced. Third, to use their 
whole influence tothe end that homicide be pun- 
ished according to law without fear or favor. Let 
me say a few words on these points in their order. 
There ismuch extravagant talk in the south 
about a ‘higher type of manhood’’ which ‘‘quickly 
resents an injury,’’ and about a “‘chivalrous’’ or 
“cavalierly’’ spirt which is always ready to appeal 
o the sword or to the pistol to redress one’s own or 
other people’s grievances. This sort of talk is very 
apt toseduce the imaginations, especially of young 
persons, who are easily made to believe that they 


will show themselves as ‘perfect gentle- 
men’’ or become superior beings, or 
win a sort of patent of* nobility, if .on the 


slightest occasion they are prepared to feel insulted 
and then to put a bullet ora charge of buckshot in- 
to somebody else’s body. Such young people should 
be taught well, by precept and example, to appre- 
ciate the difference between a gentleman and a 
ruffian. They will then perceive that, in point of 
fact, a ruffian is easily and frequently ‘‘insulted’’ 
by aruffian, butatrue gentleman is very rarely 
insulted by another true gentleman. When one of 
these rare cases happens there are almost always 
methods of composition short of violence, aud hon- 
orable to both parties. When a gentleman is insult- 
ed by a ruffian he will only lower his own dighity 
by adopting the ruflian’s method of settling a quar- 
rel. When ruffians insult one another they should 
not be permitted by any decent person to believe 
that respectable society will regard them as gentle- 
men if they fighteach other with pistols or shot- 
guns, and settle their quarrel in a ruffianly way. 

Indeed, thisis the marrow of the whole 
matter, and the fact that Mr. Schurz has 
reached it so readily showg that he has stud- 
ied the situation to some purpose. There is 
no dcubt that a great many of th young men 
have false and exaggerated notions in regard 
to “‘chivalry.”’ These false and exaggerated 
notions arein themselves the evidence ofa 
transition state, for they were not held by the 
ancestors of the young men, for such brawls 
as occurred fifty years ago, were mainly good- 
humuggd; and the man who fired his pistol 
promiscuously or with malicious intent was 
tabored as a ruffian and a blackguard. 

A great many customs, tendencies and de- 
sires were resolved into their original crude- 
ness by the confusion of war, but even in the 
confusion of that period no one ever made 
the mistake of supposing that it was the mark 
of a gentleman to engage in shooting aftrays. 
In view of these things, it is difficult to un- 
derstand where the young men of the period 
get their belief that it is chivalrous to. emnu- 
late the example of ruffians in going about 
armed with pistols and engaging in shooting 
alfrays on the slightest provocation. 

In the old days, it was considered chival- 


rous for a gallant to dress himself 
in two hundred pounds of ar- 
mor, mount 4 richly caparisoned 


steed, and hurl himself upon any stranger 
similarly fitted out. But chivalry is progres- 
sive, and in our day that person is most 
chivalrous who is modest and gentle in his 
ways, though'ful of the feelings of others, and 
tender and considerate in all his relations; In 
other words, the chivalrous man is a gentle- 
man in the true sense of that much-abused

With respect to the habit of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, we might say to our northern 
critics that young men in Chicago and New 
York sin in this respect, but the plain answer 
would be that the young men who do carry 
pistols and dirks in these and other northern 
cities belong to the .ruffian elemens, and re- 
spectable-people rarely come in contact with 
them, It is high time for the young men of 
the south to- understand this; it is 
high time for them to understand that there 
isa wide aifference between ruffianism and 
true chivalry. 
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A MATTER OF HISTORY. 

The Augusta Chronicle of yesterday con- 
tains in its leading editorial the following re- 
markable statement: 

But there isone mistake which has been made 
by nearly every person who has attempted to give 
any accountof the character and complexion of 
Ogiethorpe’s followers. Mr. Grady, in an excellent 
aud elaborate synopsis of early events in Georgia, 
falls into a common error when he alludes to these 
settlers, and says: 

“For the most part they were decayed shopkeep- 
ers—shabby genteel, shiftless or indolent people. 
Frail of constitution, discouraged by reverse, they 
were neither Te nor stead fast.’’ 

Nothing could be further from thetruth. Our 
own Colonel Jones, whose History of Georgia 
should certair ly be sent to the press in this signifi- 
cant year under the imprimatur of the Georgia leg- 
islature, disapproves such an idea, 

The kind word with which the Chronicle 
precedes its criticism, suggests that it attempts 
to gcorrect insincerity. All the same, we 
must be allowed toshow that we did not ‘‘fall 
into error’ in what we wrote, or that if we 
did we are backed by most excellent au- 
thority. 

Until Colonel Jones does publish his com- 
plete history, which we hope may not be 
long, Steaens’s History; of Georgia, is pre- 
sumably the best and fullest authority that 
we have. On the subject of€he first settlers 
sent over by the trustees, Stevens says (page 
2962 vol 1.): 

And though a strict scrutiny was made into the 
character and condition of each immigrant, most 
of the early settlers were altogether unworthy the 
assistance they received. Once in Georgia they 
were disappointed in the quality and fertility of 
the lan’s,were unw. lling to labor—hung forsup «(m 
upon the trustee’s store, weie vlamorous ior privil- 
eges to which they had ne rightand formented 
discontent and faction where it was hoped 
they would have _ilived together in 
brotherly peace and charity. The benevolence of 
the trustees metno adequate return of gratitude, 
and their labors for the welfare of the colony, only 
provoked the obloquy and murmurs of those to 
whom had been opened the prison doors of Eng- 
land, and to whom that had been granted an asy- 
lum in Georgia.”’ ‘ 

Again on page 217 he says: 

‘Of those sent over by the charity of the trustees 
two-thirds left the colony, and but a very few provy- 
ed wortby of their benefactors.”’ ‘ 

- As early as 1735 the trustees themselves de- 
creed that ‘‘many of the poor who had been 
useless in England were inclined to be use- 
less in Georgia also, they resolved that their 
next embarkation should consist chiefly of 
persons from the Highlands of Scotland and 
of persecuted Protestants from Germany.

authority. The records show that the dis- 
graceful charges brought by these settlers 
against the trustees were, after full investiga- 
tion, pronounced ‘“‘false, scandalous and ma- 
licious,’’ and the bearer of them brought on 
his knees before the bar of the house of com- 
mons and reprimanded. Hildreth, in his 
history of the United States, says ‘‘Oglethorpe 
was the special mark of the malice and oblo- 
quy of the discontented settlers, and yet when 
they formulated their charges against him, 
they were stamped as falseboods, and the man 
who preferred them was disgraced and cash- 
iered,”’ 

Other proof isnot wanting—if other proof 
were needed by the most obstinate critic—to 
sustain our position. We stated distinctly 
that with the pauper settlers came muany 
brave and generous spirits brought over by 
philanthropy or the love of adventure. We 
recounted the settlement of the steadfast 
Saltzburgers, the pious Moravians, the gallant 
Highlanders, the Dorchester Puritans, the 
Israelites in whom the colony was blessed, the 
Carolinians and the Virginians who rushed 
into the state when the repressive laws were 
repealed, and these various settlers we called 
the real founcers ofgGeorgia.”’ 

Of course, there were some of the pauper 
settlers who made good citizens, but, concern- 
ing the bulk of them, having planted ourself 
on abundant authority, we cannot do better 
than to reproduce our sad butsincere estimate 
of their efficiency and stand by it, despite the 
criticism of the Chronicle. That estimate was 
as follows: 

It was hardly to be supposed that the English col- 
onisis sent over by the trustees would make stalwart 
pioneers. 

For the most part they were decayed shopkeepers 
—Shabby geuteel, shiftless, of indolent people. 
Frail of constitution, di couraged by reverse, they 
were neither hopeful norsteadfast. Mr. Oglethorpe 
reports that several killed themselves drinking rum 
shortly after their arrival, and rum was thence pro- 
hibited in the colony. They were envious of the 
slave-holdihg Carolinians across the Sayannah, pet. 
tish with each other, critcal of the trustees and even 
<uspicious of Oglethorpe. They finally turned on 
him with direct charges, and all their ambition for 
some years seemed to be to defame their benefactor 
and secure the right to hold slaves and drink rum. 

They did not last long. Amid the exciting scenes 
of Spanish and Indian wars, and the tremendous 


tumultofthe revolution, and the on-rushing of 
strong and garnest men, the Mantalinis and the 
Micaw bers aded away, leaving little impress ou 
their times. They sigalized their arrival in America 
with the pipinugs uf unstable enthusiasm and went 
out with aquerulouscry. The mildew of the pris- 
ons had falien on their souls, and the sunshine 
could not cleanse them. But, weak or strong, wil- 
ling or unwilling, one hundred and fifty years ago 
this morning they sailed up the Savannah, and 
planted the seed ofa city who has been an honor 
and pride ofa great commonwealth. They build- 
ed wiser than they knew, and by their works let us 
kuow them.

STORM IN EUROPE. 


The Execeptienally Severe Storm Which Has Visited 
England This Week. 


Loxpon, February 14.—A heavy gale 
scarcely less destructive than the _ recent 
hurricane, prevailed almost all over 


England and Scotland on Friday night, in- 
Hicting immense damage to shipping round 
the entire coast and involving in some lustan- 
ees loss of life.. The advent of this storm was 
preceded, in England, by heavy rain which 
continueo to fall incessantly until noon Mon- 
day. causing serious floods, and in Scotland 
by furious snow drifts, rendering the roads 
impassable for trains or vehicles and com- 
pletely breaking down telegraph communi- 
cation. 
EVIDENCES OF DISASTER. 

The exceptional severity of the storm seems 
to have been most felt on the shores of the 
west of England. Port Crissia bay, St. Mary’s, 
is strewn with wreckage, a portion of which 
shows that a brig had been dashed to pieces. 
Nothing has been seen of the crew, and it is 
feared that they have been drowned toa man. 
Signs of distress were seen on a vessel oll 
Lowestoft.. The lifeboat went out, and re- 
turned without seeing a vestige of the ship, 
which evidently foundered with all hands. 
On Saturday no train arrived or was re- 
ported from the north. The train from Perth 
was embedded in the snow between Dalna- 
hime and Dalnaspidal. Transatlantic steam- 
ers arriving in the Clyde report extremely 
rough passages. The full strength of the gale 
was experienced in the metropolis early on 
Saturday, and many parts of the suburbs were 
flooded yesterday. A house at Homerton was 
unroofed by the force of the wind, the occu- 
pants barely escaping with their lives. There 
is hardiy a@town in England untouched by 
the effects of the storm, either flood or wind, 
the sodden condition of the land preventing 
farmers sowing, while others had the seed 
conipletely spoiled.

A NEW AND STRONG CABINETTO BE 
READY 80OON. 


DeFreycinet Probably to be Again the Prime Min. 
ister of France—The Expuision of the Pretend: 
ere and the Legislafere—Limerick Pro- 
claimed—The Faise Propbe'’, Etc. 


Special to The Constitution, 

Paris, February 14.—The committee of the 
chamber of deputies met to-day and consid- 
ered the different bills relating to the. pre- 
tenders. M. Waddington’s proposal to vanish 
any prince found guilty of furthering preten- 
sions endangering the state was unanimously 
rejected without debate. Senator Barbey’s 
measure rendering the princes liable to expul 
sion by a decree of the president of the repub- 
lic was rejected by a vote of 6 to 5, and M. 
Floquet’s motion prohibiting the presence in 
France or Algeriavof any members of a furrfer 
French dynasty was adopted by a vote of 5 to 
5. One of the members of the committee 
withdrew before Floquet’s proposal was voted 
upon. M. Maricon, republican, was chosen 
as the reporter of the committee. 

M. De Freycinet had an interview to-day 
with President Grevy, who will prebably con- 
sult with the president of the senate and 
president of the chamber of deputies, M. 
Fallieres will remain for some days at his 
post as president of the council. Replying 
to a deputation of merchants, representing 
200,000,000° frances capital, President Grevy 
promised to endeavor to relieve commerce 
from the results of the frequent crises. The 
majority of members of the chamer of depu- 
ties are opposed to the action of the commit- 
tee on the expulsion bills, in adopting M. 
Floquet’s motion. The committees of the 
radical left, democratic union, and republican 
union, have since heid meetings and decided 
tu favor the passage of M. Barbey’s proposal.

Kither Ezypt must be formally annexed, he 
says.or it must be furnished with agovernment 
of its own, and be taught how to manage it.

The Milllenaire Ex-Governor Who Sent 220,000 Men 


to the War.

New York, February 14.—Ex-Governor 


Edwin D. Morgan died this morning at eight 
o'clock. He had as wide a business and politi- 
cai acquaintance a any man in New York. 
As governor of the state the first two years of 
the war his indefatigable exertions greatly 
aided in raising and equiping and sending 
into the field 220,000 men. He leaves a for- 
tune of eight or ten millions. 

Governor Morgan has been out of health for 
a long time, his sufferings growing out of a 
complication of disorders. Of these the one 
that caused him the most discomfort of late 
was a. weakness of the heart, due, itis thought, 
to fatty degeneracy.

A DANDY DUKE, 


Arrival of the Young de Morny the Alleged Nephew 
ef Napoleon (| hird. 

New York, February 14.—The Duke De Morny 
has arrived in this city from Paris, and is occupy- 
inga set of rooms on the top floor of the Brevortt 
house. . The weather was so unfavorable for after- 
noon promenades or constitutional walke that the 
duke remained indoors all day and did not attempt 
to renew acquaintance of his visit here four years 
ago. In the afternoon a reporter saw him. The 
duke is of medium heighth. with short, dark hair 
and an auburn mustache that curls spadmodically 


noseward. His eyes are black, rather bright, 
deepset and small. He was dressed in 
a suit of mixed gcods, the _ prevailing 
color of which was yellow. He chewed 


nervously on the last half of a cigarette that threat- 
ened every moment to starta conflagration in his 
moustache. Both hands he wore gracefully in his 
trousers’ pockets, and while standing still spread 
his feet like a sawhorse. Although young De 
Morny has scarcely passed his majority, he ob- 
tained great notoriety abouta year ago froma 
Parisiau sensation in which he figured. This was 
the suicide in his apartm.nts of Mule. Feyghine, a 
young Russian actress of some celebrity. If rumor 
speaks truly the voung duke is gifted with a dash 
of royal blood. His father, who was adopted bya 
nobleman named De Morny for a money consid- 
eration, Was said to have been the natural son of 
Queen Hortense and Count De Flahaut, and conse- 
quently a half brother of Louis Napoleon. The 
father of the present duke assumed the name of his 
adopted parent, and rose to be one of the greatest 
of the second empire. 

He served with distinction in the Algerian war 
and was appointed French ambassador io Russia 
While residing in St. Petersburg in 1851 he married 
a wealthy Russian of high birth. In 1862 DeMorny 
was madea duke. He also became the favorite 
minister and confidant of Louis Napo'eon. He was 
known asthe ‘‘first gentleman of the empire.’’ In 
1865 hediedat the age of fifty-four, leaving’ the 
present duke, a young son. His widow at first 
shaved off her hair by way of indicating her grief, 
but some yearsafterward married the Duke DeSesto, 
a Spaniard. The present Duke DeMorny holdsa 
commission in the French army. For some years 
he has devoted himself to pleasure. ‘‘Is your trip 
for pleasure alone?’’ he wasasked. “Oui, boutance 
year go way on pleasure trip.’’

Mr. Maurice M. Minton has conceived the idea of 
organizing aclub which sha]l have for its object 
the collection in one place in summer of gentle- 
men iuterested in outdoor sports. It willbe known 
as the land and water club, and will have its elyb 
house at Cryder’s Point, near Whitestone, at the 
entrance tothe sound The project is backed by, 
the members of the New York, Seawanhaka, At- 
lantic, and other yacht clubs, and by a number of 
lawn tennis, cricket, and huntingclubs. The club 


will be open to members six months in the year. 
and every facility will be offered for yachting, row- 
ing, riding, driving, hunting, tennis playing, and 
other outdoor sports. 

A commodious house, surrounded by seventeen 
acres, has been secured. There isa capital beach 
anchorage well known to yachtsmen. 
Stables with quarters for members’ grooms and 
stock are propesed, as wellas extensive storage 
houses for yachtsupplies Special buildings, with 
shower baths and dressing rooms, will also be erect- 
ed, and telenfione and telegraph connection will 
be made wit ecity. The grounds are twenty- 
five minutes by rail from Hunter’s Point. Mr. 
Minton will asume all the responsibility, making 
it a proprietory club. Two hundred members must 
be secured before the club is started. The list is 
nearly complete. The initiation fee is $30 and the 
dues $20 a year.

What Has Become of the Ex-Governor’s Attempt to 
Kun a Stock Farm. 

Yesterday a CONSYITUTION reporter tore himself 
away from the busy haunts of the great manufac- 
turing metropolis of the sweet Sunny -outh and 
took arun up the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road. As the little narrow guage train pulled out 
from Marietta and went scurrying around the 
curves, over the hills and down across the branches 
the reporter turned to a grizzly bearded old Chero- 
kee Georgian and remarked: 

‘‘Good thing for you ail, this road”’’ 

*‘Hey * ea 

“The road! I say it’s a good thing for you all. 
Y ou can go to town on it. 

“Thé road? Ob, yes, yes; very good thing. 
“Jt's paying, | he ‘ar,”’ remarked the reporier. 
“So they tell me. it’s going to make somebody 
ric h some day. ; 
‘How so?’” 

‘There's such a lot of stuff to be hauled out of 
these mountains, and there uever can be any com- 
petition. You never saw sucha section as this road 
wili develop when itis fairly under way. In «time 
I expect to see the road changed to a-broad guage, 


) 


and the men who own it then will be made 
rich. First, because it dou’t cost much to 
build it, and second, because it will pay 
good dividends when it is fairly in work- 
ing order. The convicts who are building 
itare furnished by the state free of charge, and 


are doiug most of the work, and in my opinion the 
state could not do a beter thing than to putall the 
convicts to building railroads, thatis to say, tofur- 
nish them to <¢ yes iles for that purpose, on the 
Sale Lerims as the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road gets its convicts now. This road has had a 
considembleamount of trouble, and has required a 
very large amount ofenergy, but it has worried 
through to Jasper, a distance of fifty miles, and 
trains run to that point. Much work has been ‘done 
beyond Jasper, and the road will be 
completed to Bilijay by spring. I think the caleu- 
lation is to reach Kilijay by May. Itis intended to 
ruu the road to Murphy, N. C.- When that is done 
the road will be abouta hundred and ten or twelve 
miles long, and will be one of the most valuable 
pieces of work that Georgia convicts have ever done. 

Phere isuoguessing the value of the country that 
the road will develop. It is fine for agriculture and 
minerals. In some places the cross ties are laid up- 

on the most valuabie marble, while the hills are 
rich in mineral wealth. I don’t know howit will 
pay asan investment, but it will pay the people of 
North Georgia asa deve loper.”’
